Three ReJjgions Hoaſes, one of them wasan hiouſe 
for Monks, ſuppoſed to be Founded by King Ethel 
dred ; Another was for Women, conitnonly called 
oniales or Nuns, which 1s now the Calender-bay, 
and the Dean's bouſe (both which were by Biſhup 
Leofrick added and united to the ſaid Cathedral 
Church;,) The Third was alſo an houſe for 
Monks of the Order of St. Bennet, and originally 
Founded by King <Athelftan, e Anno Domins 93 3: 
And *tis that part of the ſaid Church formerly gal- 
led our Lady's Chappel, being then dedicated: to 
the Bleſſed Virgin Mary; And of late, ſe, 9 Cav.z. 
1657. (through the Munificence of Robert Vitvain 
Dottor in Phyſick, and a Native of this City) con- 
verted into a Library; All which ſaid Monks 
were from hence ſent up, and ſettled at Weftminfter, 
from whom ('tis thought) that place took its de- 
nomination, 

 Inthis Church are two very fair Towers ſtand- 
ing as it were in the niid'ſt , dividing the higher 

art from the lower; In that of the North was 

ately a Cage of four ſmall broken. B:Ys out of 
uſe, as alſo a Clock Bell called Peter's Bell, freely 
beſtowed upon the ſaid Church by Peter Courteney, 
ſometimes Bi/-op thereof, the ſame weighing 
twelve thouſand and five hundred pounds weight, 
with 2 very fair Clock and Dial , diſcoyering the 
courſe of the Sun and Moon, who at his own pro-

In the 2uire of the ſaid Church , is remarkable 
the Epiſcopal Chair or Seat there ereted by Bi- 
ſhop Booth, a very ſumptuous, high and admirable 
work; , This Church's building was not opur kvems 
ſeculi, but from time toti rm apr. ; and 
at length thoroughly perfeRed by the Contribuuve 
endeavours of ſundry worthy ſucceſſive Bybeps 
and BewefaSurs, and was from its firſt foundation 
in the Reign of yg » Anno Donunt 
932. tothe perfeCt finiſhing therevuf, which was ſo 
done by Biſhop Grandiſen 43 Ed. 3. . Anno Dows- 
nz 1369. Four hundred thirty and ſeven years, 
yet is the ſame ſo uniformly compacted , as if the 
whole had been built by one man, and done in an

. In the higheſt port of the Hill whereon this Ciey 
ſtandeth, __ the North. Eaſt part thereof, is the 
Cafile, vulgarly called Mons rugoſue, or Rugemont, 
of the red Earth (ſay ſome) whereon *tis built ;

and being diſconfited, they departed with Igno- 


miny ; The Danes alledge two principal cauſes 
that provoked them to attempe the Conqueſt of 
this Ajngdom, whereof (one for the rarity) I may 
not omit. ,, 

Lethbraok alias Lethbreeeb, a Noble-man of Roy- 
al Blood amongſt the Danes, flying his Hawk nigh 
the Sea-{hare, _ with her game fell into 
the Sea, whichto ſave he took a Boat, and with the 
olence of the Tempeſt ſuddenly ariſing, was dri- 
ven into England , at 2 place called Roddam in 
Norfolk , from'whence he was brought unto the 
King, unto whom he declared his birth and adven- 
eure, and for his skill in Hawking (wherein he ex- 
celled) was by the Aing kindly entertained, 
whereat Beric (the King's Falconer) being much 
troubled with envy, and obſerving time to fingle 
out Lethbrook, in fine, murthered him in a Wood, 
whoſe body was diſcovered by a Spaniel Dog, and 
Beric of the Fa&t ſuſpeRed, and afterwards con- 
victed thereof, was adjudged to be put inte Lecb- 
brook's Boat, and ſocommuted to the mercy of the 
Sea, but the Fates thus decreed, That Berze (a 
ſtrange accident) was driven on the coaſt of Den- 
mark, near the place where Lechbrook put forth, 
and the Boat being known , Bersc was examined 
what became of Lethbrouk, who treacherouſly ac- 
cuſed Edmond King of the Eaft- Angles of the 
Fac, whereof the Dani/h King (glad of the oc- 
cafion) raiſed an Army, and made Captains there- 
of Hunguar and Hubba the two Sons of Lethbrook, 
whom (the rather to encourage to revenge) their 
Siſters wrought with thetr Needles in an Enſign 
the proportion of a Raven, which from thence- 
forth they did bear as no ſmall fign of their good 
Juck, yet carried they that ominous Banner not 
Jong unconquered, the ſame being in a ſhort ſpace 
(with many of their lives) loſt, 
This Hwbba in thedays of «Alpbred the Saxon 
Monarch landed at Apwedeore, a maritime Town 
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in'the/Nerth-part;of \Devow ,- nigh Bideford .and - 
Barnſtable, with theds and thirty fail of Ships ;/ as | 
he came out of Sowrh-Wales, where he had waſted 
allinhis way with Fire and Sword,and'there lying 


fiege ta'the Caftle of Kenwerh, they were fo va- 


liantly withſtood, as that the Danes.'loſt tweive 
hundred men, their ſaid Banner takengg and- their 
Capraip Hubbs (lain, whom they buried' on the

#heyn Natzons Prov on him a heap. of d ſtones; 
as a. Trophy of his memorial, whereof the *place

who by his Deed dated 13. Februar, 1163. 
granted to the ſaid ſick people a Toll of all 
Corn and Bread ſold in the ſeveral Markers 
and Fairs of this City , alſo that they ſhould 
colle@ the C:tizens Alms on certain days of 
the week. The poor people having received 
theſe the Bi/4ops bleſlings , came intathe 
ſud Markets accordingly with their Clap: 
diſhes,demandipg the ſaid Toll; but the peo- 
ple ( having not been acquainted with any 
ſuch Cuſtom, and withal not brooking. ſuch 
ugly faces , nor the 1intruding of ſuch ſick 
folk amongſt them) ſome gave them rough 
ſpeeches, others ſhunned their company, and 
the re{t forbad them of the ſaid Marker, in- 
ſomuch that the Alms-people found there 
little relief, wherewith the Bi/2vp was much 
grieved : which to allay, this permutarion 
was made, that the Bi/-op and his Succefſors 
ſhuy!d from thenceforth be Patrons of Sr. 
Fobn's Boſpita!, and the Mayor and Citizens 
ſhould be Patrons of St. Mary Magdalen's 
Hoſpital aforeſaid , which was obſerved ac- 
cordingly. 

Biſhop Brewer having well governed this 
Church nineteen years and upwards, 24. Fu- 
li died, and lies buried in the middle of the 
Quire of his own Church under a very fair 
Marble-ftone , thus inſcribed. Hic jacet 
Wilielmus Brewer quondam hujus Eccleſia 
Cathedrals Epiſcopus, Fundator etiam quatu- 
or principalium cjuſdem Eccleſia dignitatum.

ſame is 1mmediatly held of 'the Azng ; And

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further they ſay, that King Henry the Third 
(Father of the King that now is) gave the 
ſaid City to bis Brother Earl of Cornwal and 
his Heirs , and that the CGirizens of the (aid 
City do hold the ſame Cry in Fee.-Farm of 
the ſaid Earl , as before they held it of the 
King , yielding therefore yearly unto the 
ſaid Earl, 131.tos.

to Fiſh therein ; yet nevertheleſs , Iſabella 
Counte(s of Devon about fix years laſt paſt 
made and raiſed a Weare overthwart the 
River of Exe, and which is of ſuch an 
height that the fiſhing and taking of Sal- 
mons and other Fiſh there , 1s re Dunks on 
this fide of the ſaid Weare , to the great 
damage and annoyance of the ſ2id City and 
County : And further they ſay, that where- 
as in times paſt Boats and Veſſels were 
wont to paſs too and from the ſaid River even 
to the Bridge of the ſaid City loaden with 
Wines and Merchandizes, to the great Com- 
modity of the whole Cuuntrey , now no Boat 
or Veſſel can ſo paſs .up unto the ſaid City 
by reaſon of the ſaid Weare , tothe great 
damage of the ſaid C:ty and Country - And 
further they ſay , that all 'Lands and Tene- 
ments within the ſaid City be deviſeable, le- 
gable and may be given and bequeathed by 
the laſt Will and Teſtament, as well as any 
other Goods and Chattels whatſoever , even 
in like manner as it is uſed and accuſtomed 
in London.

A controverſie aroſe,whence enſuedgreat 
troubles between Hugh Cuurteney the third 
Earl of Devon, and the Mayor and Commo+- 
nalty of this City , the occaſion thus ; The 
ſaid Earl on a certain Market day ſent his 
Cator hither to buy Eiſh, at which time there 
were only three pots of Fiſh in the Marker ; 
the Biſhop's Cator likewiſe came , and both 
of them thinking the whole to be too little 
for either of them, were at ſome ſtrife there- 
about ; The Mayor on his part minding the -* 
welfare of the Commons of the ſaid City, 
and that they alſo might have the benefit of 
the ſaid Market, did decide this controverſie, 
and delivered one pot of therſaid Fiſh to the 
Earl's Cator, another of them to the B:/hop's 
Cator , and the third he here reſerved for 
the Market ; The Earl being advertiſed 
hereof thought himſelf much wronged by

thence he came to Ortery Sr. Mary, wherehe 
was received with great ſolemnity , and 
lodged in the Colledge there two nights and 
from thence came hither , and by the way 
was met withall ; Firſt, by the moſt part of 
the Ampghts and Gentlemen of the County of 
Devon, the Mayor and Commonalty of this 
City ( being above three hundred perſons, 
and every one of them apparelled in the 
Cities Livery) met Him at Honyton's Clift; 
next, the Clere'y met him at Lmery Dole, 
clothed in their Copes and Veſtments,, and 
at the Cr"ſs without the South-gate , the 
Mayor delivered to the Azng the Aeys of the 
Gate, and rode-in before Him bare-headed, 
carrying the Mace before the Xing through 


_ the ſtreets (which were richly hanged with 


Silks and Tapeſtry ) unto the Broad-gatz, 
where the Bi/hop, Canons, and Quite ( appa- 
relled intheir Copes) received Him with 2 
proceſſion, the King alighting from his 
Horſe, followed them on Foot into the Ca- 
thedral Church of St. Peter up to the High: 
Altar, and having there paid his. Tribute of 
Prayers and Oblations thankfully to God 
«Almighty , was broight into the Br/Lop' s 
Palace, and there lodged; It fo happened 
that the next day thereafcer the King's Fuſti- 
ces (by vertue of his Commiſſion to: them

This Alayor was a Gentleman of a no- 
ble Parentage, deſcended froin the Family 
of the Urcnges, who dweltin the Countreys 
of <Anjow and Flayn., and came over 
when Sir Fobn Faſtalf, Gorernmur of _An- 
jow and ,Afays, recovered the Caſile of St. 
Owen, deſcended from Sir Guilam Orenge 
then Captain thereof in the fifth year of 
this Azng's Reign; This Kichard gave the 
ſame 
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ſame Arms that the ſaid 
Sir Guilam did , Viz: 
e Argent Three Smiths 
Barnacles impaled gules, 
who afterwards became 
ſick, bein infeted with 
the diſeaſe of the Le- 
profie , who notwith- 
ſtanding his great birth 
and Nobility, his wealth 
and ability, yet moſt

The Eaj7-gate of this City by. reaſon of 
a long ſtanding became ruinous, and fell 
down in the mid day without hurting any 
perſon. 


A controverſie now happened between the 
Curdwainers and the Tuckers of this City, 
contending which of their Companies ſhould 
have the preheminence in their march , in 
the Flayor's watch upoh Midſomer-Eve, 


- for the preſent appeaſing of which difcord, 


*rwas ordered that both Companies ſhould 
march together, one of either Company 
hand in hand. 

At the ſame time happened another Con- 
troyerſie, for the manner in theſe days was, 
that the Alyor and Aldermen did uſe to 
ride in their Robes , at every Id fomer- 
zatch, and Fobn Aelly (late Mayor of the 
ſaid City) being warned thus to attend the 
Mayor in the ſaid Watch according to the 
ancient uſage and Cuſtom of the ſaid City, 
which he refuſing to do, was for his con- 
tempt fined ten marks, and paid the ſame 
accordingly, a commendable precedent of 
an upright Government, when, without re- 
ſpect of -Perſons, Laws and Juſtice are 
kept obſerved, and impartially adminiſtred 
for as the Soul is the life of the Body , ſo 
the keeping of good Orders and Laws is 
the preſervation of all Cities, and Common- 


' wealth, the Apoſtles rule herein being 


very 
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very remarkable , Where theye's no order» 
there's certainly confuſion, nd mean between 
them being admitted. 


This year there happened an affray in the 
body of St. Peters the Cathedrall Church be- 
tween ſome young Gentlemen, -divers of 
them being grievouſly wounded , and be- 
cauſe the ſaid Church (in common opinion) 


was thereby thought to be unhallowed, and 


pollured by blood ſhedding, The Dean and 
Chapter therefore commanded the Church- 
doors to be ſhut up, and the ſervices therein 
ro ceaſe, until the ſaid Church ſhould be new 
hallowed or conſecrated, which (in the Dy- 
oceſans abſence) they procured one Thomas 
(then Sufraganto the Briſiep of Bath) to 
reſtore the ſaid Church to it's former ſtate. 


This City reſenting the Xzng's diftreſs,did 
levy a contribution within the fame , and 
did ſet out one and thirty Soldiers well ar- 
rayed, and ſent both the Men and Money 
unto the Azng, with their Letters ſtil] teſti- 
fying their readineſs to ſerve his Grace on 
all occaſions, 


The Conduit at Crrfoix (commonly called 
the great Conduit) was new bulded. by 
means of Wilkam Duke (late Mayor of this 
City) who being well afﬀeCted towards the 
ſame, did not only overſee the work, but 
at his own charges covered it with Lead. 


The Glevers and Skinners were firft in- 
corporated by the Flaysr and Common- 
Council of this City, whoſe firit Maſter was 
named Fuby Maczr, and their Wardens 
Fobn Hackeworthy and S:mon Garew , And 
*rwas ordered by the ſ21d Maſter, Wardens, 
F 3 and 
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and Company, that no perſon of their Cai 
Fellowfhip, ſhould ſell any Wares belong 
ing to that Art and Myſtery being Foraignery 
goods, upon pain to pay for eyery ſuch of. 
fence twenty ſhillings. nh

Richard Symons a crafty Prieſt took into

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London, — of 14000. old Foot- 
Soldiers were diſperſed throughout the 
Kingdom, whereof 1 500. were ſent hither, 
and all to prevent the like InſurreCtions 
that happened in Zxeter, whence enſued an 
Ordinance of Rerliament, that no Soldier 
ſhould preſume to depart five miles from 
his quarters on pain of* fofing his arrears, 
and death. Then marched General Monk
